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Dear Parishioners, Visitors, and Prospective Members: 


This booklet offers you an introduction to the basic program and 
activities of Good Shepherd and Emmanuel Churches. Although it 
appears comprehensive, it in no way covers everything. It is 
impossible to plan an entire year, but certain dates and 
procedures are outlined for you. 


Emmanuel and Good Shepherd welcome you in the Name of Jesus 
Christ, our Lord and Savior. We offer you a spiritual home. Our 
real concern is for your spiritual life and that is first and 
foremost with those who are truly dedicated to the principles 
upon which theses parishes are functioning. We welcome all 
people, regardless of lifestyle, with the understanding that they 
are truly interested in the things of the spirit or are 
investigating the basic format upon which a balanced religious 
life can be lived. We approach the study of the teachings of 
Jesus as the quest of diving into a troubled and problem-oriented 
world. The discipline of regular worship and the sacramental life 
are a major part of this quest. The sacramental life is the Word 
dramatized. 


The Holy Eucharist is the central act of worship in our Church. 
Those who have lived and worked here are examples of people in 
Christ who are Becoming, not people who have Arrived. We are not 
so bold as to say, "We have found it", but rather "We are finding 
it". Although religion is highly complex and psychologically 
perplexing, it is also emotional and intellectual. Because of 
this we are still stirred by inner experiences that seem to 
transcend the five senses and are at best "the power of God in 
us". Religion can also be very practical and easily applied to 
every day life. The results of this "exploration" of religion are 
all by-products and pathways of the quest for the meaning of the 
Cross. In the end, as soul searchers who have discovered Christ, 
we do not eliminate the problems of life, but we live with them 
differently. 


Religion is also educational. We learn by learning. We do not 
learn by missing school, therefore we do not learn by missing 
church. The crisis situations of life demand a backlog of 
spiritual strength to survive and progress. Groundwork is 
important to future living, and to this end we have a Sunday 
School to open doors in the formative years. Loss of identity 
with the church of our forefathers and its teachings, as so often 
happens, can many times be traced to a lack of interest or self- 
motivation, laziness, and little effort to bring to mature 
concepts a study of the life of Christ. A basic understanding 
and "feeling" for the theme of worship, prayer, and the "knowing" 
of the historical continuity of the Christian Faith through the 
centuries are of paramount importance. 


A natural approach to the spiritual life is the philosophy of 
these parish churches. The Anglican Church has always allowed for 
"humanness" with the prayer that good living, sound learning, and 
a love for the Lord can and do produce a well-rounded, practical 
Christian mentality. We are not people pretending to be perfect. 
We are people who are trying, and in trying we sometimes fail, 
but knowing the Gospel, we never lose our power of potential. We 
begin again. The social life we share, the various activities we 
participate in, are an outgrowth of an attitude that is at its 
best Altar-centered. 


There is--or should be--an unwritten consensus of agreement that 
each person must in his or her own way do all that is possible to 
maintain the peace of each parish. We are our brother's keeper. 
All individual opinions must be weighed against the greater drama 
of our redemption. Lest this be taken as weakness it should be 
understood that we are firm in our beliefs, biblically sound, and 
sacramentally correct. Orderly worship, attention to detail and a 
caring attitude towards what has been "willed" to us from the 
past are essential here. Although we are flexible in our use of 
the various rites provided in the 1979 Book of Common Prayer, we 
are not given here to constant "experimentation" in liturgy nor 
are we a "charismatic" congregation in the popular sense of that 
word. We are not "fundamentalists" or "pentecostals", but as 
Anglicans in the Episcopal Church, we approach the "mystical 
Christ" as a source of light, truth, and eternal life. We do not 
and dare not restrict the power of the Holy Spirit working in and 
through our lives, these congregations or throughout the whole 
world. The cosmic Christ eclipses all our efforts to minimize 
that universal life-giving energy. In this sense, one will 
discover in our services a "mood" of devotion, a sacred 
atmosphere, and a meditative attitude. 


In these days when so much of the sacred has become secular, we 
offer worship in a traditional setting with emphasis on the 
healing power of Christ to help us live better, not merely as 
behaviorists, but as people who try to have a sense of "oneness 
1n OAFESE".. 


We do not ask for money as if it were a gift to charity. What we 
give is an offering representing ourselves.. We give because of 
our sense of stewardship. We give as we are able and in accord 
with our blessings. People before you in these parishes have been 
doing this for over a century. It is now our turn to carry on 
what they have left for us to do. Will you join with us?

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A LETTER ABOUT THE CHURCHES 


My dear fellow Christians: 


Emmanuel Church and the Church of the Good Shepherd are "part of 
the World-wide Anglican Communion. They are a "Fellowship within 

: the One, Holy, Catholic and Apostolic Church, of those duly 
constituted Dioceses, Provinces or Regional churches in communion 
with the See of Canterbury." 


The Diocese of Pennsylvania granted permission for the founding 
of a mission church in Kensington in April, 1836, and through the 
efforts of the Rev. Christian Wiltberger, Jr., the first services 
and Sunday School classes of what was to come to be called 
Emmanuel Church were held in September of that same year. In 
1837, a vestry was organized, Fr. Wiltberger was named Rector, 
and Emmanuel was admitted into union with the Diocesan 
Convention. Work on a church building began in the autumn of 
1837. Upon its completion the following year, it was consecrated 
by Bishop Onderdonk. Importantly, in its early years, the parish 
dispatched two missionaries abroad. The Rev. John Liggins was 
sent to China and Japan, where he served as the first American 
Anglican missionary, and Miss Mary Ball travelled to Liberia, and 
while there, she married the second bishop. of that nation. 
During the rectorship of the Rev. A. O. Tarrant, the cornerstone 
of the present church was laid in October, 1921, by Bishop 
Rhinelander, and the church was ultimately consecrated by Bishop 
Garland in January, 1929. Following the rectorship of the Rev. 
Leonard C. Hursh, the Rev. David O. Trauger, then rector of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd, began to minister to Emmanuel. A 
Diocesan resolution eventually yoked Emmanuel and Good Shepherd 
under a single rector, making the two parishes today the only 
yoked congregations in the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 


Work on what was to become the Church of the Good Shepherd began 
in the area of Frankford Avenue and Cumberland Street in 1869. 
The parish was organized with the Rev. Alfred A. Rickert as its 
first priest and was admitted to Diocesan Convention that same 
year. During the very long rectorship of the Rev. John A. 
Goodfellow (1872-1934), a frame chapel was built on the church's 
present location. In 1890, a stone church replaced the chapel. In 
1913, a parish house was erected. 


The present parish organ was dedicated in Dr. Goodfellow's memory 
in 1945. After Fr. Trauger began to serve Emmanuel Church during 
his rectorship of Good Shepherd, dating from 1938, the two 
congregations became officially yoked. Since their inception, 
both parishes have ministered to their people, conducted their 
services of Worship, Praise and Thanksgiving, and proclaimed that 
the message of Christianity is not something of a dead past but a 
living and vital message of the present. 


Believing that the Christian life should neither neglect nor 
over-emphasize any one aspect of Christian teaching, the 
Episcopal Church through The Book of Common Prayer observes the 
Christian year, calling attention in turn to each of the great 
events of our Lord's life and to His teachings. Good Shepherd and 
Emmanuel, along with the whole Church, are  Bible-reading 
churches. In all of their official services there are Scripture 
readings. When The Book of Common Prayer directions are 
faithfully followed, most of the Old Testament, practically all 
of the New Testament, and much of the Apocrypha are read through 
each year. 


Believing that the assured results of true scholarship can never 
run counter to true religion, the Episcopal Church welcomes every 
honest endeavor of science and learning. 


Believing that the source and meaning of all beauty are in Jesus 
Christ Himself, the Church welcomes every art and makes its 
services as beautiful as possible in His honor. 


Teaching the sacramental principle that all physical matter is 
the instrument of the Spirit, the Church believes that spiritual 
healing is a natural part of its ministry. 


Serving a Lord who said "I am the Resurrection and the Life", the 
Episcopal Church gives to its bereaved and sorrowful people the 
sure and certain hope of the life hereafter and comfort now in 
spiritual communion and fellowship. 


The believer looks to God not only in sorrow but in joy, knowing 
that every good gift comes from Him and is to be enjoyed and used 
not selfishly, but to His glory. 


In Episcopal Church parishes are found poor people and rich 
people alike, cultivated scholars, statesmen, and plain 
uneducated men and women, city dwellers, businessmen, employers 
and employees, college students, and country people. 


Those who most love the Episcopal Church and most deeply believe 
in it are the most conscious of their own neglect of obligations. 
Only the utmost devotion of every member in worship and service 
to our Lord, continually strengthened by His gift of new life in 
the Sacraments, can reveal the full meaning and power of the 
Church.

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A LETTER TO OUR YOUNG CHURCH MEMBERS 


Dear Friends: 


In many ways your years as a teenager are very threatening. It 
takes a lot of stamina to wade through them, and you will be 
beset with all manner of problems. Some of these problems will 


come from new situations, friends, school, your awakening 
awareness of your sexuality, and demands made upon you from all 
quarters. You will encounter competition, demands for 


conformity, and pressure to succeed. How are you going to handle 
all this and still not lose the divine perspective in your life? 
Here are some suggestions: 


-See yourself as the child of God you really are. 


-Sense the world outside you as very big with much to be 
explored. 


-Use your God given talents to explore the world. 


-Don't be drawn into the fogs of confusion or neglect 
yourself and withdraw from the people who can most help 
you. Seek out their help. 


-Discipline and direct yourself toward the future rather 
than the unguarded moment. 


-Realize whatever your situation there are always options 
and alternative solutions. 


-Don't think you know it all. Leave your mind open for 
thought and humility about God and Jesus Christ in your 
life. 


-Ask about these things and share in what others who are 
older may have knowledge. 


-Talk with others of all ages; don't let your age group be 
the center of your entire existence. 


-Don't be enamored by intellect, but use it instead for the 
broader horizons of life's experience and accomplishments. 


-Be conscious of prayer as a definite means of quieting your 
troubled self in times of confusion. 


-Accept your biology and sexuality as well as your innate 
spirituality; try to balance them without undue anxiety. 


-Perceive what is around you; use your God-given talents of 
intuition. 


-Realize you are here for a purpose, even though that 
purpose has not yet been revealed to you. 


These are sone of the ways that you can defeat the strange and 
sometimes frightening influences that may come your way from 
those who are not of God or who would try to misdirect you. To 
further complement this approach, the practice of quiet times, 
regular worship, and receiving Holy Communion all will act to 
strengthen you. . 


Many of you have extensive material comforts that tend to 
circumvent the desire to learn, read, study, and think. Being 
more fortunate can contribute to one's lack of motivation. Even 
more debilitating can be unhappiness at home. These problems can 
often be overcome by creative interests. No matter what the 
situation, each one of us must see ourselves in terms of his or 
her spiritual destiny with the outward conditions as temporary. 
To move forward, to achieve, to create, to accept your own 
individuality, to be glad you were born regardless of anything, 
is to have a right attitude. So, I bid you to look to the Light, 
to the Son of God, and to see in Him your own potential. I am not 
primarily speaking of academic excellence, but of your own 
knowledge of yourself as a child of God. See and like and 
respect yourself as the unique individual you are. Do not channel 
your life toward the negative. Be hopeful. You can do ir, This 
is the lesson of the Jesus who loves you in spite of anything you 
can imagine.

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A LETTER ABOUT SPIRITUAL HEALING 


Dear People of God: 


Preaching, Teaching, and Healing are the three dominical commands 
and therefore are the main functions of the ministry. Our 
approach to healing is one that acknowledges the mental, the 
physical, and the spiritual. The Medical Arts are as much a gift 
to us as the Spiritual Sciences. True Spiritual Healing 
recognizes that the inner life of a person has a great deal to do 
in aiding the healing with which orthodox medicine is concerned. 
All healing is not physical. The whole person is involved in the 
healing process. Nature's will is to restore, and likewise, the 
Will of God is to restore and to return us to wholeness. It is 
perfectly correct and in accordance with the Scriptures (James ' 
5:14-15) to anoint with oil and lay hands on the sick, as we were 
bidden by the Master Healer. 


In a sense, every service of the church is a healing service. 
Even if one experiences a sense of peace he or she has had a 
"healing". That people can and do become healed is accepted in 
religion. Not everyone is healed physically and mentally, nor can 
they be. Health of body and mind is not the law for all on earth. 
Health of the spirit is paramount, as emphasized in the Gospels. 
When we pray for healing, we pray for the whole person with the 
understanding that even death in the end is a "healing". Easter 
is in a real sense a restoration of body, mind, and spirit. 


We do not believe it is the Will of God to be sick. The Will of 
God is to be made whole. The physical world is a staggering 
complexity of forces, genetics, invisible negatives, wrongdoing 
by human beings, lack of personal care, and innumerable calls for 
help. We all enter into this world with a different genetic 
history. Some are strong and some are weak. We learn very early 
on that the spirit is willing but the flesh is weak. Dramatic 
results occur in some, but always there is some form of healing 
taking place. The major part of Jesus' ministry was one of 
healing and not only the healing of individuals and human 
situations, but of the whole universe. All this is inherent in 
the concept of a healing service along with prayers and 
intercessions for others. We come not always for ourselves, but 


as a communication channel for others. We come forward so that we 
may be used by the Holy Spirit in positive thought, mental 
direction, and projection. Whatever happens, we trust in the 
power of prayer and in the loving care of a God who gave his own 
Son to suffer and die, but yet to be resurrected for us. 


There is one basic factor in all healing that is very important. 
It is expressed well by Eileen J. Garrett in her book, Awareness. 
It is a concept to which I subscribe. 


"I have often been asked how much I know of 
medicine. I know nothing of medicine or anatomy or 
psychology, in the technical sense. Yet I am able 
to heal. When I do so, I am but the agent of a norm 
which comes to dissipate an abnormality; under any 
and all circumstances there must exist, within the 
psyche of the distressed individual, a fertile seed 
of the Iwill te livà*.-. «This will to Jive 
(which I am using here as a symbolic phrase) is 
fundamentally a psychological rather than a 
physical factor. Though in some case recuperative 
power may seem to reside at the levels of physical 
activity, as in the healing of wounded flesh and 
the knitting of broken bones, nevertheless, in all 
conditions of disease and disability, including 
these, the will to live must exist (however 
unconsciously) as a basic fact in the individual 
psychology. I would go so far as to say that 
successful healing consists very simply in the 
establishment of a regimen which releases this will 
to live from whatever conditions are inconsistent 
with and abnormal to it, and which may dominate it 
at any given time. . . .We make a grave mistake if 
and when we think that 'healing' is principally 
concerned with the correction and cure of physical 
disabilities. Our physical equipment is in the 
nature of an instrument for the expression of our 
inner motivations and purposes; and our 
psychological qualities, rising constantly to the 
need for expression, motivate and determine our 
physical activities." 


Much of the sickness we experience and which surrounds us and in 
the world is caused by ourselves. It is a fact that better living 
produces better health--spiritually, physically, and mentally. 
Since there are numerous dimensions and degrees of health there 
is within the process of healing an inherent and vital theme of 
living with right attitudes. Spiritual healing in a sacramental 
context considers all these as part of the complex nature of our 
being. It is in no way separated from the problems of our body, 
our psyche, and our environment. Global issues of the environment 
and of our multi-faceted lives today are the healing problems of 
tomorrow.

The person who does not begin to obey the laws of health to the 
best of his or her general knowledge and good sense invites the 
most dire of consequences. We are all subject to bacterial and 
viral infections, and we often must deal with legitimate genetic 
and hereditary problems. But for each of us, good physical and 
emotional health are often a dimension and product of our 
spiritual well-being. The various aspects of our being--body, 
mind, and spirit--must be understood and dealt with as a whole, 
the totality we were created to be in the image of our God.

HOLY BAPTISM 


The Sacrament of Holy Baptism is normally celebrated at the 
9:30 or 11:00 Sunday Eucharist, although for pressing 
pastoral reasons other arrangements may be made. A pre- 
baptismal instruction and counseling session, at which the 
Rector, parents, and godparents (sponsors) meet together is 
required. Godparents should be baptized persons. Two are 
required; three are permitted, two of whom are of the same 
sex as the baptismal candidate. A modest donation in the 
form of a thank offering typically is given. 


CONFIRMATION 


"In the course of Their Christian 
development, those baptized at an early 
age are expected, when they are ready and 
have been duly prepared, to make a mature 
public affirmation of their faith and 
commitment to the responsibilities of 
their Baptism and to receive the Laying 
on of Hands by the Bishop." 


Book of Common Prayer, page 412 


THE BISHOP'S VISITATION to Good Shepherd and Emmanuel Churches 
this year will take place on Sunday, November 9, 1986 at the 
Church of the Good Shepherd. Our usual three celebrations of the 
Holy Eucharist will be combined into a single service on this 
Sunday so that everyone may see and hear the Right Reverend J. 
Brooke Mosley, Retired Assistant Bishop of Pennsylvania. Bishop 
Mosley will preside at the Eucharist, preach the sermon and 
confirm all those who "have been duly prepared". 


Any young persons desiring confirmation will be prepared--with 
the consent of their parents--normally when they are about in the 
sixth grade. Confirmation instruction includes exploration of the 
sacraments, The Book of Common Prayer, and the history and polity 
of the Episcopal Church, and preparation for a fuller, more 
mature responsibility as a member of the Church. Young people 
will be instructed in a series of classes conducted by the Rector 
and one or more lay persons. 


Adults will be instructed either individually or in groups by the 
Rector. 


WEDDINGS AT GOOD SHEPHERD AND EMMANUEL CHURCHES 


IF YOU WISH TO HAVE YOUR MARRIAGE SOLEMNIZED AT THE CHURCH OF THE 
GOOD SHEPHERD OR EMMANUEL CHURCH, THE FOLLOWING GUIDELINES WILL 
HELP YOU FULFILL YOUR RESPONSIBILITIES: 
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CONCERNING CHRISTIAN MARRIAGE 


Christian marriage is a solemn and public covenant between a 
man and a woman in the presence of God. In the Episcopal 
Church it is required that at least one of the two parties 
be a baptized Christian, that the ceremony be attested by at 
least two witnesses, and that the marriage conform to the 
laws of the state and the canons of the Church. 


PERMISSION FOR THE WEDDING 


Couples contemplating marriage should contact the Church as 
soon as possible to ascertain whether or not the date they 
have chosen is available. Permission for a wedding can be 
given only by the Rector of the parish. He will talk with 
the couple beforehand to be sure that they fulfill the 
requirements of the state law and of the Church. There must 
be at least thirty days between the application of the 
couple to the Rector and the wedding. 


PRE-MARITAL COUNSELING 


Canon law of the Episcopal Church requires that the couple 
to be married receive counsel and instruction from the 
individual solemnizing the wedding. This usually takes place 
in three meetings with the celebrant at a date and time 
mutually agreed upon by the parties. 


LICENSE 


A Pennsylvania license is valid for 60 days. The wedding 
must take place within that period. It is the responsibility 
of the couple to arrange for the blood tests, licenses, and 
all civil fees. The questions on the license form should be 
fully filled out. The service cannot be performed unless the 
Rector has the license in hand before the wedding, and it 
should be presented to him at the rehearsal if not before. 


REHEARSALS 
Rehearsal time is arranged by the Rector and the couple in 


consultation. It is usually held the evening before the 
Wedding. All participants in the wedding must be present. 
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THE CEREMONY 


It is assumed that all marriages will take place in the 
context of the Holy Eucharist; under special circumstances, 
however, this may be changed in consultation with the 
celebrant. The couple is free (within certain limits) to 
choose the lessons to be read at the service. These lessons 
are to be taken from the listing of Lections found. on 
page 426 on The Book of Common Prayer. 


THE PLACE 


It is appropriate that the wedding take place in church; 
however, a chapel or other appropriate place may be used. 
The Church discourages weddings held in the open air. 


VISITING CLERGY 


It is possible, with special permission, for a visiting 
clergyman from another congregation to take part in the 
wedding service. 


PHOTOGRAPHS 


Photographs may be taken before and after--BUT UNDER NO 
CIRCUMSTANCES DURING--the wedding ceremony. Please instruct 
your photographer and guests accordingly. Videotaping of the 
entire ceremony is  permissable if the Rector and 
photographer agree on the arrangements beforehand. 


FLOWERS 


There are certain restrictions and requirements concerning 
the Altar flowers at weddings. Prospective brides should 
contact Evelyn Diem (535-2122) concerning wedding flowers at 
Good Shepherd and Dorothy Barnes (PI-4-3184) concerning 
flowers at Emmanuel at least one month prior to the date of 
the wedding. 


MUSIC 


All music for weddings is under the supervision of the 
Rector. The parish organist will play if music is desired. 
Let the Rector know if you desire music. Selection of 
appropriate pieces is made in consultation with Mr. Charles 
Graham, the Good Shepherd and Emmanuel organist. His home 
telephone number is 332-1283. Arrangements for the payment 
of Mr. Graham's fee (which is currently $50.00) must be made 
directly with him. 
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RE-MARRIAGE OF DIVORCED PERSONS 


Persons who have been married previously and divorced may be 
married in the Episcopal Church as long as the conditions of 
canon law are met. A special dispensation must be received 
from the Bishop of the Diocese. See the Rector for details. 


SCHEDULING 


No wedding ceremony will be performed during Holy Week, on 
Easter Sunday, on Christmas Eve or on Christmas Day. Sunday 
is not an appropriate day for scheduling the Sacrament of 
Holy Matrimony. 


SUMMER WEDDINGS 


If you desire a summer wedding, it is possible that your 
date may coincide with the Rector's vacation. Should that be 
the case, we can try to arrange for another priest to 
preside at the ceremony. 


CONTRIBUTIONS 


We do not charge fees for the Sacraments of the Church. The 
Sacraments are given to us by God as a gift, and are not 
administered as a method of fund raising for the life and 
work of the Church. 


It is customary for the bridegroom to provide an honorarium 
for the Rector or other priest who performs the wedding 
ceremony. This donation should be understood as a gift for 
the priest's counseling and preparation of the couple for 
marriage rather than as a charge for the Sacrament. Such 
gifts are usually between $50.00 and $75.00. If the Rector 
does not officiate, the donation is made directly to the 
individual who performs the ceremony. 


We also ask that since the Altar Guild is responsible for 
maintaining the Sanctuary, setting up prior to weddings, and 
returning following the wedding to clear, clean, and prepare 
for the next service, couples make a contribution of $5.00 
toward the work of the Altar Guild. 


We also ask that couples provide an honorarium of $10.00 for 
the acolyte who will serve the celebrant at the service, and 
an honorarium of $15.00 for the sexton, who must open and 
close the church before and after the rehearsal and wedding. 


Lack of funds should not be seen as a deterrent to marriage 
in the Church. If any couple is faced with financial 
difficulties, Fr. Sox will gladly consult with them about 
appropriate arrangements. 
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FUNERALS 


The death of a member of the Church should be reported to 
the Rector as soon as possible, and no final arrangements 
should be made with the funeral director until the Rector 
has been consulted. Baptized Christians are properly buried 
from the church (Book of Common Prayer, page 468). The 
casket is to be closed before the funeral service, and it 
remains closed thereafter. It is covered with a pall during 
the service. A Requiem Eucharist, that is, the Burial Office 
together with Holy Communion is the normal burial liturgy at 
Good Shepherd and Emmanuel Churches, although for serious 
pastoral reasons the Burial Office may be used alone. 


Flowers are limited to two vases on the altar. Other floral 
pieces should be sent to the funeral home or to the 
residence. Contributions in lieu of flowers may be made to 
the church in the name of the deceased, and the family of 
the deceased will be notified of such gifts. If music is 
desired at the funeral service, we will attempt to secure an 
organist. Most musicians receive approximately $50.00 for 
their services. 


You should make your personal wishes for your burial known 
to your loved ones or in a document given to your priest or 
attorney. If you desire something other than the usual 
burial rite, you should consult with the Rector; unless such 
arrangements have been cleared with him in advance, he is 
not bound to abide by them. If cremation is desired, it 
should follow the church service at which the casket and 
remains are present. Burial is the proper dispostion of the 
cremated remains. 


CHURCH SCHOOL 


On Sunday, September 21, 1986, we will begin a new session of 
Sunday School, continuing the tradition which began under the 
direction of Robert Raikes in Gloucester, England, in 1780. Two 
hundred and six years ago the two-fold purpose of Sunday School 
was to prepare children for conversion and commitment, and to 
teach the Bible. We accomplish this through a dedicated and 
committed Sunday School Staff, an outstanding curriculum and the 
cooperation of parents who Sunday by Sunday bring their children 
to Sunday School. We want our children to learn and to 
appreciate the faith of the Church and to know the Bible. We 
have precious little time to accomplish these goals, so it is 
imperative that our children be faithful in their attendance. 


The Sunday School for the children of Good Shepherd and Emmanuel 
Churches meets at Good Shepherd at 11:00 AM each Sunday from mid- 
September to mid-June. We love and care about the children in 
the Sunday School and we want the very best for them. We believe 
that through faithful attendance in Sunday School they will grow 
forth as the children of God that they truly are. 
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THE VESTRY 


The Vestry is the body of individuals designated by the Canons of 
the Church to serve with the Rector in the administration and 
governance of the property and affairs of each parish church. The 
members of the vestries of both Good Shepherd and Emmanuel 
Churches serve for one-year terms. 


Vestry elections are held annually shortly after Easter.  Vestry 
officers include the  Rector's Warden, Accounting Warden, 
Treasurer, and Clerk (or Secretary). Members of the vestries 
assume responsibility for various aspects of the respective 
parishes' lives and programs.  Vestries may involve value 
committees, headed by a member of the Vestry, but including 
persons not necessarily on the Vestry. Members of the Vestry must 
be confirmed communicants, although all persons are welcome to 
serve on vestry committees. 


ALTAR GUILD 
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The Altar Guild is often the forgotten Guild of many parishes. We 
forget the wonderful work which is done by these dedicated human 
beings. They have accepted the privilege and responsibility for 
the care of the Altars, Vestments, Flowers and Candles for every 
service. The Good Shepherd and Emmanuel Altar Guilds are open 
to all confirmed members of the parishes. Anyone interested in 
participating in this aspect of the ministry of either 
congregation should speak to the Rector. 


LAYREADERS AND CHALICE BEARERS 


Lay readers are confirmed members of the Church licensed by the 


Bishop to read the lessons and psalms. Chalice Bearers receive 
an additional license from the Bishop to administer the chalice 
at celebrations of the Holy Eucharist. Layreaders and chalice 


bearers are uniquely qualified to lead the congregation in the 
Daily Office on those occasions when the services of a priest are 
unavailable. 


THE ACOLYTES GUILDS 


The acolytes of Emmanuel and Good Shepherd assist the Rector and 
other clergy in the sanctuary and sacristy. At least once during 
each year there is an outing or other special event as an 
expression of our appreciation for the fine and dedicated service 
the acolytes render to their respective parishes. 


Our acolytes deserve our special prayers and support, for each of 
them plays an important role in our worship services. We are 
Anglo-Catholic parishes in a sacramental Church, and in the 
sacrament of the Altar we receive the strength to live out our 
lives as children of God. 


Anyone interested in becoming an acolyte should speak to the 
Rector. 


EPISCOPAL CHURCHWOMEN (ECW) 


At the Church of the Good Shepherd, the functions of the 
Episcopal Church Women (ECW) are exercised through the Ladies' 
Guild, which is open to all the women of the parish. The 
purposes of the Guild emphasize fellowship, fund raising, and 
working together in a number of programs and activities 
including: 


-A Bake Sale on the first Sunday of each month, 
September through June 

-A spaghetti dinner in October 

-A bazaar in November 

-A Ham and Oyster dinner in March 

-A Strawberry Festival in June 

-The sale of greeting cards year round 
-Providing refreshments for coffee hours, 
receptions following episcopal visitations, 
other special liturgical observances, and other 
events 


The Guild collects food and donations of money for Good 
Shepherd's own Food Cupboard and for the Food Cupboard at The 
Free Church of St. John. The Guild meets at 12:15 PM on the first 
Sunday of each month, September through June. 


Although the ladies at Emmanuel Church are less tightly organized 
in terms of structure, they provide refreshments for receptions 
following important liturgical events and hold periodic bazaars 
and other fund raising activities. The ladies also make a 
significant contribution to the life of the parish by assisting 
the Rector, the Altar Guild (in polishing and caring for the 
brass and silver and maintaining the vestments and hangings) and 
the sexton. 


YOUTH PROGRAM

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SELF-DEFENSE CLASSES 


Since July of 1986, John Fetzer has been conducting a course from 
7:00 to 9:00 each Wednesday and Friday evening in American 
Karate. Students in the course learn self-defense, self- 
confidence, self-awareness, and self-control. This fall, John 


will be starting a course in aerobics, as well as leading th 
Good Shepherd and Emmanuel Youth Program. ji e 


GIRL SCOUTS 


The Girl Scouts. meet at the Church of the Good Shepherd on 
Tuesdays and Wednesdays. Brownies meet on Tuesdays at 6:30 PM 
and the older girls from 7:30 to 9:00 PM, and the youngest and 
newest group--the Daisies--meet on Wednesdays. All girls in the 
parishes and community are welcome. Information is available from 
Patricia Walder (425-0750) or Frances Hylan (634-7660). 


FLORAL, VIGIL LIGHT, AND MASS MEMORIALS 


Memorials for loved ones or thanksgivings for special events (the 
birth of a child, a birthday, an anniversary, etc.) in the form 
of altar flowers are always appropriate at Good Shepherd and 
Emmanuel. More than one person or family can place flowers on one 
of the parish altars on any given Sunday. There is no such thing 
as "my Sunday"; we share. Flowers may be designated for both the 
high and side altars; at Good Shepherd, the flowers on the Lady 
Altar will always be roses. Special requests for a particular 
type of flowers will be met unless a liturgical season or 
observance demands a particular color symbol (for example, red 
for Christmas and Pentecost, white for Easter, etc.). During 
Lent, attractive arrangements of greens are used in lieu of 
flowers. 


The cost for altar flowers at Emmanuel is $20.00 and arrangements 
can be made through Dorothy Barnes (PI4-3184) or Bill Bennett 
(426-8189). At Good Shepherd, the cost is $15.00 and 
arrangements can be made through Evelyn Diem (535-2122). 


Contributions toward the special flowers and plants used at 
Christmas and Easter, together with the names of the persons 
memorialized, should be received by the parish no later than one 
week prior to Christmas or Easter. 


Unless a person making a floral donation has some special or 
particular use for flowers which he or she has donated, the 
Rector suggests that they be given to one of the parish shut-ins. 


Memorials may also be made in the form of a one week Vigil light 
at Good Shepherd for $4.00, and Mass Memorials at Emmanuel for a 
nominal donation.
